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Old Men Gone 


PRESIDENT Eisenhower's appoint- 


ment of a new Supreme Court justice, 
Potter Stewart of Cincinnati, to replace 
retiring Justice Harold Burton makes 
it possible to say that the high court 
now has an "Eisenhower majority.'' 
But, actually, if the President has done 
his work well, that fact should be large- 
ly meaningless, except as a measure of 
the fairly rapid turnover which affects 
the court as it does all human agencies. 
For any court worthy of the name must 
be independent of the other branches 
of government. And its members can- 
not in any way be beholden to the exe- 
cutive who appoints them. The Con- 
gress in 1937 dealt sternly with the 
idea, then advanced by the late Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt, that a 
court's make-up ought to be altered to 
"fit the times." The lawmakers crush- 
ed his famous court-packing plan which 
.would have enlarged the number of 
justices from nine to fifteen. 


A COURT DOES NOT exist t'o give 


legal sanction to particular government 
policies, or, for that matter, simply to 
knock them down. It has to be guided

Balef id Signs For Nasser Are Seen 


WASHINGTON — Baleful signs 


for Gamal Abdel Nasser are be- 
ginning to appear on the troubled 
horizon of the Middle East, but 
American officials are taking no 
comfort from them. 


Nasser and his flirtation with 


Moscow have been the bane of 
U.S. policy makers for years. The 
thorn has been particularly irk- 
some because they had such high 
hopes for him when he over- 
threw the corrupt and decadent 
Egyptian government of King 
Farouk in 1952. 


. 
His power reached a peak last 


Feb. 1 when Egypt and Syria 
merged into the linked Arab Re- 
public. At last he had taken a 
giant step toward his goal of 
uniting all the Arab countries. 


HUT NASSER may now be 


having second thoughts, not only 
about the wisdom of taking over 
Syria, but also about leading pan- 
Ainbism as well. 


Nasser is confronted with a dis- 


enchanted and restive Syria with- 
in his own camp and a strong 
new Arab force outside it. 


The best available intelligence 


estimate here on the Middle East 
is an apprehensive one. In the 
opinion of one highly qualified 
expert, almost anything 
could 


happen anywhere — perhaps be- 
fore the month is out. 


NASSER is faced in Iraq with 


the rise of Abdul Kassem, leader 
of the July 14 revolt which threw 
out the pro-West government of 
King Faisal and Premier Nuri 
Said. Premier Kassem is no pan- 
Arab like Nasser, but an Iraqi 
nationalist. Nasser cannot 
dis- 


pose of Kassem as an American 
stooge or a tool of Britain. 


Kassem demonstrated his in- 


dependence and growing power 
last weekend by smashing a re- 
volt led by troops following Col. 
Abdul Aref, his chief rival. Arcf, 
a strong supporter of Nasser, has 
been agitating for Iraq's annexa- 
tion to the U.A.R. 


IRAQ AND Syria.'lying together 


in the Fertile Crescent, arc far 
closer culturally than are Egypt 
and Syria.

Nasser may have been reacting 


to such sentiment when he reor- 
ganized his Cabinet two days ago.

Nasser now believes Egypt and 
Syria might better havo federat- 
ed, instead of merging. That way 
each would have preserved more 
national identity, and less re- 
sponsibility would weigh on him. 


ONE RESULT of Nasser's dif- 


ficulties in his new role might 
be to arrest his ambition to get 
all Arab states under his power. 
But there could be a far more 
ominous result. 


King .Saud of Saudi Arabia is 


reported ailing while intrigue 
rages among the princes over 
who should succeed him. The Su- 
dan is shaky and Yemen is no 
better off. these reports say. 


Lebanon's lenders arc fighting 


among themselves in what could 
develop into a religious war. pit- 
ting Christians against Moslems 
in a further confounding of an 
already embittered situation.

A weak and confused Nasser 


would not be a welcome sight to 
Washington

about the general slate of Mid- 
dle East affairs. 


They were happiest when Nas-

Just What Happened In 85th Congress? 


WASHINGTON (NEA) — Rival 


claims of Democratic and Re- 
publican campaign leaders on 
what Congress has done or is go- 
ing to -do have now become so 
sweeping that they appear ri- 
diculous. 


What the record shows is that 


51 per cent of President Eisen- 
hower's recommendations to tho 
last session of Confess were act- 
ed upon by the Dcmocralic-con- 
Irolled Senate and House. So how 
dn you score credit for that? 


Not all measures passed were 


approved in exactly the form rec- 
ommended. But they were close 
enough so that the President felt 
justified in signing them into law. 


The final tabulation shows 134 


recommendations by the Presi- 
dent in messages to Congress 
with 68 items approved, 66 re- 
jected or not acted upon. 


CONGRESS gave the President 


from 70 to 75 per cent of his re- 
quests for national defense, farm 
policy and improving the status 
of government employes. 


From -18 to C.O per cent of the 


President's recommendations on 
international affairs, commerce, 
housing and general government 
were enacted. But only 
3.~> per 


cent of the administration labor 
and 
public 
welfare 
programs 


were approved nnd only 35 per 
cent 
of its 
natural 
resources 


plans. 


This score card of course cov- 


ers only major issues. It repre- 
sents only a small part of the 62t 
public laws enacted by the last 
Congress. Rut most of (lie near- 
ly MO public laws originating in 
Congress were minor administra- 
tive measures or benefits to one 
slate or area. 


It is against the 
background 


of this record that Republican 
ami Democratic 
politicians arc 


no\\ making their big pitches to 
the voters. 


Democratic 
National 
Commit- 


tee Chairman Paul Butler em- 
phasi/e.s that hi» party's Senate 
and House candidates should run 
c.r, the record of the 8.">th Con- 
gres.«. 


DEMOCRATS" not only take 


credit for enacting half of the 
P r e s i dent's recommendations. 
Tliry abo go beyond that to take 
rrefht for improving them. And 
incy claim some credit for re- 


jecting that 49 per cent of the 
President's program on which 
Congress did not act. 


Part of the Democrats' argu- 


ment is that if they had just a 
few more votes in the last Con- 
gress, they could have enacted 
many measures which failed to 
pass because of Republican op- 
position. 


Included would have been more 


liberal housing legislation, big-

Kuter's statement, in a Tokyo 


interview, .upset top officials at 
the State Department. It was not 
the first time that a top military 
man on the scene had spoken out 
about matters in the current 
China crisis which U.S. diplo- 


mats were trying to handle with 
kid "gloves. 


KUTER'S statement was par- 


ticularly unwelcome at'the State 
Department 
because it 
came 


after Red China's cease-fire. De- 
partment/officials wondered if it 
might bring Ihe whole delicate 
structure of a modus vivcndi— 
; some way to get along with Peip- 
ing—crashing about their' ears. 


Dulles' 'main goal, ever since 


the Red Chinese started shoot- 
ing at the Nationalists' offshore 
isla'nds on Aug. 23, has been to 
stop the shooting. 


Whether the Reds stopped for 


humanitarian reasons, as Pcip- 
ing claimed, or because they 
were failing, as Kutcr says, or 
to negotiate a settlement, as 
Dulles offered, was beside the 
point, so far as the State Depart- 
ment is concerned. The point 
was they had stopped.- 


"FACE" is important to all 


peoples, but especially to the 
Chinese. If the Reds were look- 
ing for an excuse to call'off all 
bets and resume raising a ruck- 
us, /statements questioning their 
motives or implying' weakness 
might provide that excuse. 


Red China's main goal now 


appears not so much to conquer 
the Nationalist coastal islands 
headquarters on Formosa as'to 
remove the American presence 
from the Formosa area. 


"We are all Chinese," the 


Communists now say. And they 
are ready to exploit any possible 
justification for their propagan- 
da cry that "America is the 
common enemy."

Challenge 


THE UNITED States has for 


decades been preeminent in the 
field of steel manufacture. Now, 
according lo a group of American 
steel men recently returned from 
a tour of Russian steel mills, the 
American industry is faced with 
a serious challenge lo its domi- 
nant world position. 


According to A. S. Glossbrcn- 


ner. 
Ihe spokesman for this 


group. Russian steel production 
lias tripled in the last 10 years. 
There is evidence that the capaci- 
ty of Ihc Soviet industry is ex- 
ceeding present Soviet consumer 
demand. This has provided Rus- 
sian exporters with a surplus for 
disposition in world markets. 


It is this lhat especially worries 


American steel men. They call- 
ed attention to the fact that the 
Russian .state-owned aluminum 
industry, by its recent action in 
the world market, was able to 
cause the price of that metal in 
this country to drop by Iwo cents 
per'pound. This could probably 
happen to steel, should Ihc Rus- 
sians choose lo increase their 
exports. 


Economists note that the Amer- 


ican steel industry is becoming 
a 
high-cost industry. Whether 


this is due to wage increases 
made without a commensurate 
increase in productivity has been 
heavily argued. But the Indus- 
Iry must keep its costs low lest 
it find only the U.S. market, pro- 


• leclcd by lariff, open to it. 


The threat to the American 


steel induslry is real, Sovicl ca- 
pacily will lotal 60 million tons 
this year. This is but 25 million 
tons less than Ihc U.S. mills ex- 
pect to produce in the same 
period. We have the example of 
what has happened in the past 
to some European industry, vi- 
tiated by high costs and kept 
alive only by government subsidy 
and cartclization. While the U.S. 
steel industry is far from that 
evil plight, it has its big chal- 
lenge yet to meet.

Editor Gay Paulcy, on a voyage 
of discovery in the Par East, 
reports today how she found 
there's a little bit of "West Vir- 
ginia" in Japanese living.

TOKYO (UPI)- Let them kid 


us natives of West Virginia about 
going shoeless. 
,.. 


Fellow mountaineers, we and 


the Japanese have the right idea. 
Such comfort, being barefoot! 
Such dirt-free homes and restau- 
rants because the collections on 
street and sidewalk never are car- 
ried in! 


And. such sheer joy. simply to 


wiggle- ;the tootsies and throw 
away trie confines of pointed toes 
and pivoting heels! 


Not once in my stay in Japan 


have 1 heard, a native woman 
complain, "Oh, my aching feet." 
It was I, in heels, who had the 
problem until the Japanese re- 
educated me. I haven't been so 
comfortable since childhood; not 
since childhood have the feet been 
so carefree. 


Centuries Old Custom 


The Japanese custom of shed- 


ding footgear before even stepping . 
into the entrance-way is centuries 
old, but this one female recom- 
mends that all civilizations copy. 
I'm no foot doctor, but I figure 
we Western women would have 
fewer corns, .bunions, f a l l e n 
arches and wrinkles in the fore- 
head. 


Ac.tually thc Japanese don't go 


around thc house or restaurant 
with their feet in thc altogether. 
Nor do they wear stockings or 
soft 
bedroom-type slippers 
at 


home. Thc traditional footcover is 
called the "tabi," a soft cotton 
pull-on sock with a division for the 
big toe. 


The Tabi. — usually white for 


women, navy for men — reaches 
just above thc ankle and is fas- 
tened at thc back by hooks. Above 
the tabi thc legs arc bare—which 
is warm enough with thc long ki- 
mono, but might get a little airy 
with Western-length skirts in win- 
ter. (The Japanese put on heavier 
tabi come cool weather). 


Not only is thc tabi a luxury for 


thc feet, it's easier on thc floor. 
Thc typical Japanese home has 
floors covered with "tatami." a 
soft-surfaced but thick straw mat. 
Spike heels would make shreds of 
tatami in a few hours. 


No Shoes In House 


Thc Western guest in a Japa- 


nese house drops shoes but doesn't 
necessarily don labi. One thing 
was pointed out to me early—it's 
a faux pas to set shoe-clad foot 
on a Japanese floor. Incidentally 
shoe horns arc standard equip- 
ment at all front entrances. 


Thc tabi fits easily into thc foot- 


wear thc Japanese put on for out- 
door wear. This is called "gcta." 
a clog-like shoe made of a piece 
of wood, with a couple of cross 
supports underneath. A thong 
passes through a hole in thc for- 
ward part of the clog, and to this 
is attached a couple of ornamen- 
tal cords whose ends arc fastened 
across the arch, to each side of 
thc wood.
